SUSPECTS AT YUCCA MARKET LOCATED AT 1815 CAHUENGA. WE 
RECEIVED FURTHER INFORMATION FROM THE P/R THAT A MALE BLACK 
AND A FEMALE BLACK WERE IN THE STORE AND HE WAS OBSERVING 
THEM PUTTING ITEMS IN THE FEMALES BLACK PURSE. 


UPON ARRIVAL OFFICERS OBSERVED THE SUSPECTS STANDING ACROSS 
THE STREET FROM THE MARKET. THE P/R POINTED THEM OUT AND 
STATED THEY HAD THE ITEMS IN HER PURSE AND WERE TRANSFERRING
